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Bringing Meat to Your Table 

Everyone' knows this country /has a meat pack 
ing Industry. But ' probably many people haven't 
too accurate an Idea of why it exists, and what hap* 
pens to. the money that passes through its hands. 

The reason- for Its being Is plainly shown in a 
simple set of statistics. According to the latest 
available government figures on the subject,' the 
states west of the Mississippi account for 62 per cent 
of our livestock production— while 69 per cent of all 
the meat is consumed in the states east of the Mis- 
sissippi. In other words, the major livestock-pro- 
ducing. areas and the big consuming areas Just don't 
match up. The 'packers' job is to get meat from 
■where it is grown to where It is eaten. It's a highly 
competitive field too — there are more than 4,000 
meat packers :ahd 4 -tHey are-located in every section 
of the country. ',;-_. ■ , - 

The story of ^rhat the" packers do with the money 
they take in is an Interesting and significant one. 
In a recent year, out of each sales dollar — which 
means their income from all sources, by-products 
included — they paid 77.8 cents for livestock and 
other farm products; 10.9 cents for payrolls; 9.8 cents 
tor other necessary expenses, and 1.1 cents for taxes. 
This left them with six-tenths of one cent, which was 
their net profit. It's evident that If they'd made no 
profit at all the consumer would never have noticed 
the difference in the price paid for meat.

Ploy Ball 

The 1954 baseball season is well under way — 
and legions of fans are once more reveling in the na- 
tional pastime. 

Many diverse factors*are Involved in making a 
baseball season possible, and swift and dependable 
transportation is one of them. The 16 major league 
teams alone will have traveled more than 200,000 
miles, the equivalent of eight swings around the 
world, by the time the last game is played next 
fail. And these clubs do some 90 per cent of their 
traveling by train, in the area bounded by Boston, 
Washington, St. Louis and Milwaukee. The railroads 
involved make elaborate arrangements to assure that 
the teams will move with the clockwork precision 
that is necessary to keeping the schedules. And they 
must be prepared for unpredictable changes, such as 
postponements and suddenly arranged double-head- 
ers. • • * 

This is just one interesting little illustration of the 
manifold ways in which the railroads contribute to the 
pleasure of the American people, as well as to the 
strength of the American nation. Every hour, day 
and night, the rails move the equivalent of almost 
70,000,000 tons of .freight one mile; transport, figura- 
tively, more than 3,600,000 passengers one mite; handle 



20,800 express shipments and 1,300,000 pounds of moll 
—and, lost but certainly not. least, pay $135,000 In 
taxes. The railroads are about as Indispensable as 
anything on earth con be,

The Problem of the Medical Schools 

There are 70 medical schools In this country. 
And, because of the mounting cost of medical edu- 
cation, they operate at a deficit of some $10,000,000 
a year. 

There are two ways by which that deficit can - 
be made up. One Is by government aubsldy-^whlch 
would Inevitably lead to political domination of medi- 
cal education, and would be a stepping stone toward 
socialized medicine Itself. The other Is by obtain- 
ing sufficient support from private business and 
businessmen to balance the books. 

.That Is the job of the National Fund for Medi- 
cal' Education, which was formed In 1B49, largely 
under the leadership of President Elsenhower when 
ho headed Columbia University. A long list of dis- 
tinguished citizens constitute Its officers and trus- 
tees. It works closely with the American Medical 
Association and the Association of American Medical 
Colleges. It Is now undertaking a nationwide cam- 
paign to show the nation how vital it Is that the 
schools be adequately supported. The money ob- 
tained goes to fill faculty vacancies, to purchase 
badly needed equipment and,- above all, to , Intro- 
duce new courses based on rapidly multiplying 
medical discoveries. 

American medicine's achievements have been 
magnificent. During the first half of this century 
alone, medical science has added 15 years to life 
expectancy. And our medical schools arc roots 
from which such triumphs come.

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Weigh Merit of GI Bill 
on Tenth Anniversary 
[. Swenson Asks 




Was the GI Bill a success? 
This Is the question posed by 
Franz A. Swenson, superintendent 
of the Lake County Veterans As- 
sistance Commission on the ■ ap- 
proach of the bill's tenth anniver- 
sary June 22, 

Signed as a law on June 22, 1944, 
the same month as the heroic D- 
Day invasion of Europe, by Presi- 
dent Franklin Delano Roosevelt, 
the GI BUI known as Public Law 
346, was heralded by the president 
as giving "emphatic notice, to the 
men and women, of our armed 
forces that the American people do 
not intend to let them down." 

The GI Bill originally consisted 
of six benefits. The "big three," 
education and training, guaranteed 
loans, and unemployment 'pay, were 
administered by the Veterans Ad- 
ministration, 

Other benefits included job-find- 
ing assistance.... top priority for the 
Veterans Administration to build 
hospitals, and military review of 
veterans' dishonorable discharges. 
Government Pays Tuition 
Education and training under the 
bill was paid for by the federal 
government and Included tuition, 
books, fees and other training costs 
as well as a subsistence allowance 
ranging from $65 to $120 a month. 
GI loans,' in nearly all instances 
■were made by private lenders with 
part of the loan guaranteed by the 
Veterans Administration. The loans 
could be used for homes, farms, or 
business. 

Readjustment allowances were 
paid to veterans unable to find jobs 
and maximum payments were $20 a 
week for 52 weeks. 

Today, only one of the "big three" 
benefits, GI loans, still is in full 
force, and its deadline is July 25, 
1957. 

Education and training reached 
its starting cut-off point July 25, 
1951, and for the most part, veterans 
now in training are those who be- 
gan before that date. The program 
ends July 25, 1956. 

Readjustment allowances for 
nearly all veterans stopped July 25, 
1949. 

More Than Half Train 
During the past 10 years more 
than 7,800,000 World War II veter- 
ans, more than half of all who 
served during the war, trained un- 
der the GI Bill. Training was from 
every possible level ; from grade 
school to post-graduate work in 
college. 

Total cost of the program has been 
$14.5 billion. Eighty per cent of the 
money went directly to the veter- 
ans in the form of subsistence al- 
lowances; nearly all the rest was 
spent on tuition, and other training 
costs. Only 5 cents of the dollar 
went for administration. 

The training program is credited, 
Swanson says, with raising the edu- 
cational level of the nation by rais- 
ing both the educational and income 
level of veterans. According to a 
Census Bureau study, the average 
male veteran today .has completed 
more than 12 years of school; the 
non-veteran male a little less than 
nine years. 

The bureau also discloses that in 
1947 the median income of male 
veterans between 25 and 34 years of 
age was $2,401, while the median 
income for non- veterans was $2,585. 
GI Income Rises 
Five years later, however, the 
median income of the veteran had 
shot up 40 per cent to $31359, while 
the non-veteran's income increased 
only 10 per cent to $2,875. As the 
result of increased incomes afforded 
at least in part of the education and 
training, the veterans alone will 
within the next 14 years pay off 
the entire cost of the program. 

During the past 10 years 3,600,000 
veterans obtained loans valued at 
$23.5 billion, $12 billion of which 
were guaranteed by the VA. Home 
loans accounted for 90 per cent of 
the total. The number of default- 
ers has been about one per cent. 

A recent survey, Swanson said, 
reveals that 60 per cent received 
loans between $10,000 and $15,000; 
30 per cent are paying under $10,- 
000; eight per cent between $15,000 
and $20,000, and two per cent over 
$20,000. 

During the life of the readjust- 
ment period 9 million veterans 
drew allowances totaling $3.2 billion 
for unemployment and $600,000,000 
for self employment. Only 900,000 
veterans, or 10 per cent of the total 
exhausted their full rights to this 
benefit. 

This is the result of the 10-year 
old GI Bill.
